things on their own hook, and asserting 
their individuality with as much positiveness 
as possible. Exhibitors and patrons of the

The former shew eight avimals and the lat- | 
ter twenty-three. ‘The animals in this class 
entered by the Messrs. Underwood of Fay- 
ette, twenty-three in number, and appear- 
ing in the printed catalogue of entries—did 
not from some cause, put in an appearance. 

The SHORT Horns, which came next in 
erder, were well represented, between thir- 
ty and forty animals being on the ground 
from the herds of our most prominent 
breeders. The largest exhibitor was Mr. J. 
P. Ellis of the firm of Howard & Ellis of 
Fairfield Corner. who shew thirteen head. 
These gentlemen have bred with much care 
and when it is remembered that their herd 
won the sweepstakes Gold Medal at Bangor 
in 1871, and is nothing below what it was 
then, readers may judge of the high quali- 
ty of the animals, Hon. Warren Percival 
of Cross Hill, exhibited eleven head, includ- 
ing some of the representative animals from 
his‘large home herd, which at several of 
our leading fairs have been high winners. 
Mr. John P. Putnam of Winthrop, who has 
entered the list of thoroughbred breeders 
within the past few years, shew a fine herd 
of six or seven animals, the head of which, 
Morning Star 4th, was one of the best two 
year oid bulls upon the ground. Peter W.

The Exhibition of Horses. 


Some falling off in the numbers of horses 
on exhibition from last year, was plainly 
noticeable, the entries being about one hun- 
dred less.

There wasa strong class of 
four and five year old horses, among which | 
were noted as prominent in the list, a Knox | 
and Messenger mare owned by C. H. Skin- 
ner, St, Albans, one by A. F. Gerald, Fair- 
field, a Knox mare owned by J. J. Gilbert, | 
Deering, and a Fearnaught, 5 years old | 
from the stock farm of Wright & Norcross. 
Of the breeding mares and fillies on exhi- 
bition the Press enumerates as follows: 
‘There are a large number of brood mares 
and colts on exhibition. Gen. Tilton ex- 
hibits a mare witha foal sired by Maine 
Slasher. E. Hunnewell of South Windham, 
exhibits a mare with a fine looking foal by 
Tom Patchen. D. W. True of Portland ex- 
hibits a mare with a three months’ old foal 
at her side, sired by Lon Morris. John 
Dinsmore of Temple, shows a fine looking 
four year old mare for general use. A three 
year old Patchen mare exhibited by A. E. 
Skillin of Portland, is a fine lookiug animal. 
C. N. Pierce of Portland has a remarkably 
fine looking three year old mare on exhibi- | 
tion. Kitty Morris, entered by Nutter of 
Cape Elizabeth, is showing considerable 
speed, and itis thought that she will be 
fast. The black two year old filly Sappho, 
entered by F. G. Rich of Portland, is worthy 
the attention of all lovers of horseflesh. 
Charles E. Moulton of Greene, enters a two 
year old filly, sired by Lightfoot, and is 
from a Messenger mare. She is one of the 
finest limbed colts on the grounds. Me- 
Duffee enters a bay filly which, although | 
but two years old, is as large as half the | 
horses on the grounds.. Mr. Skillin of Port- | 
land etiters the largest yearling filly on the 
grounds. A. 8. Richmond of Monmouth, 
also enters a promising yearling filly.”

‘This plan is a good one, and 
should be carried out at future exhibitions. 


In THE HALLS. 


The various halls and rooms in the City 
Building, were appropriated to the usual 
departments of the fair, and were assigned | 
in the following order: ‘The corridors lead- | 
ing to the halls both upper and lower, were 
devoted to carriages, safes, stoves, earthern | 
and stone ware googs, and articles of like | 
vature; the main hall was given up to 
plants, furniture, and a general colleciion 
of manufactured and miscellaneous goods; | 
reception hall, fruits and flowers; Rossini | 
hall, fine arts; Common Council room, veg- | 
etables and dairy products; small hall on | 
the third floor, ladies’ goods, domestic man- 
ufactures and fancy articles. Looking care- | 
fully at the hall display, it must be con- 
fessed that while some departments were 
very creditable, and shew much work on 
the part of contributors and managers, and | 
while there were very many excellent and | 
really meritorious articles—the exhibition | 
as a whole was very meagre, and a long 
ways behind the magnificent display in 
every department at the exhibition of last 
year at Lewiston. Of fruits there was a| 
very fine display—considering the fact that | 
our crop of fruit is this year very light and 
poor—aud the exhibition in this department | 
shew that the efficient officers of the Pom- | 
vlogical Society and their friends, worked 
hard to make a creditable show. But in 
most other departments there was a lament- 
able failure, giving evidence of little inter- 
est atthe fair. As a single illustration take 
those representing our mineral and manu- 
facturing interests in which highly liberal | 
prizes were offered. Nota single entry of 
dressed granite, of any kind, notwithstand- 
ing we have three or four kinds that are be- 
ing prepared for market, including the hand- 
some. red granite of Robbinston, nor of | 
slate, nor marbleized slate or iron, nor of 
iron castings, nor of cloths of which our 


home mills both of cotton and woolen make | 
such fine specimens; and yet this was a! 
State Fair, where all such productions 
should have been exhibited! Our reporter | 
furnishes the following details :— 
Fruits and Flowers. | 

Reception Hall was completely given up | 
to fruits and flowers, and was found to be | 
much too small, so that several tables of | 
rare plants and quitea display of apples | 
were crowded into the main hall. It was| 
well, however, that the former were put | 
there, as it helped to set off the hall to ad- | 
vantage, aud did much towards redeeming 
it from the failure which the show there 
came very near being. These were shown | 
by Jos. A. Dirwanger and C. A. Vickery, | 
and comprised, palms, ferns, caladiums, be- 
gonlas, and other rare and attractive hot | 
house plants, in pots. On the outside of) 
the hall were arranged cut flowers, while | 
through the centre were long tables loaded | 
with fruits of all kinds, and tastefully set | 
off with bouquets. The county of Kenne-| 
bec made the largest and finest display of | 
fruit of any county in the State; a thing of | 
which every fruit grower in the county 
should be proud. For the premiums on 
best collection for each county, only half 
the counties in the State competed—show- 
ing the general failure of the fruit crop this 
year. ‘The collection from Kennebec coun- 
ty contained 179 varieties of fruit, led off by 
such veterans as Friend soo Taylor ot 
Belgrade, with 50 varieties of apples, and 
14 of pears, Alfred Smith of Monmouth, 
with 52 of apples and 15 of pears, and Cal- 
vin Spaulding of Hallowell, with 14 varie- 
ties of pears. The Lincoln county collec- 
tion entered by Hon. Henty Ingalls of Wis- 
casset, embracing 25 varieties apples, and 
27 of pears, and Penobscot collection by 8. 
C. Harlow 62 varieties of apples. The Sag- 
adahoc collection embraced nearly one hun- 
dred varieties of apples. Among other lead- 
ing contributors, were Irving Jordan of 
New Gloucester, 66 varieties apples; 8. R. 
Sweetser Cumberland Centre; 14 varieties 
apples; Hon. Geo. W. Woodman Portland, 
21 varieties pears; Otis L. Carter, Etna, one 
of the most earnest of the Penobscot county 
orchardist, 20 varieties apples; J. L. Davis 
New Gloucester, 25 varieties apples; An- 
drew Curtis, Bowdoinham, 50 varieties of 
apples, M. M. Wilson, Bowdoinham, 25 va- 
eties apples. Besides these leading con- 
tributors there were present smaller, but 
very fine displays of apples, pears, plums, 
cranberries etc., from individual contribu- 
tions in all parts of the State, which served 
to make up a very fine fruitdisplay. There

that any attempt at making a picture gal- 
lery had been made. It is true there were 
some very admirable water colors by Mrs. 
Murray—wife of the British Consul—and a 
rich collection of photographs and sun pic- 
tures, by Lamson, Burnham and other Port- 
land artists; but the grand water pieces of 
our favorite Maine master, Harry Brown, far 
over-topped awe Nene was in the hall. 
The view at Grand Menan, Mount Desert, 
entrance to Kennebunk river, and Stranded, 
are each so fine as to be beyond any words 
of praise we could offer. Concerning other 
pictures the Press says: ‘Norton is rep- 
resented by two marines, the well-known 
Kearsage and Alabama, and Towed In in 
Distress. Winslow Homer is represented 
by the charming Kept In. Miss Britton has 
Point Stream, a river sketch in Pensylvania.

Of course it is quite impossible to ennu- 
merate all the articles placed on exhibition ; 
and this becomes the more unnecessary as 
they were chiefly from Portland contribu- 
tors, and as the daily papers gave given a 
very full and satisfactory report of all the 
articles entered. Mention has already been 
made of the fine display of rare plants which 
formed one of the attractions of the hall, 
and which were located on the floor at the 
left of the stage. On the stage was a display 
of elegant furniture from the warerooms of 
Walter Corey, and also several pianos and 
musical instruments, from Snell, Knight & 


|Co., Portland, and Wm. M. Furbish, Au- 


usta. F. O. Bailey & Co., made a noticea- 
ble contribution in their desks, secretary’s 
and show cases. Silver ware, and the cele- 
brated Rogers statuetts were shown by Ab- 
ner Lowell, and elegant samples of book 
binding by Loring, Short Harmon. An 
extensive display of wooden ware was 
made by Kendall & Whitney; plated ware 
by Goodridge, Stevens & Co., and stone 
ware, vases and garden edging by the Port- 
land Stone Ware Co. “Many tables in the 
hall were taken by Portland merchants, and 
manufacturerers’ agents for the exhibition 
of goods which it is an object to place be- 
fore the public for the purpose of seeking 
trade—canned goods of all kinds, paints, 
cutlery, refrigerators, basket work, station- 
ery, chairs and furniture, glass ware, 
trunks, harnesses, bread, and patented in- 
ventions completely filled many tables in 
this large hall, making up a somewhat in- 
teresting, but by no means a representa- 
tives array of productions. It is more and 
more noticeable that our fairs are fast be- 
coming advertising mediums for enterpris- 
ing agents and dealers, and not occasions 
for competitive trials among non-profession- 
al parties. This has been for years plainly 
the case with too large a portion of our in- 
door exhibitions; but it has now extended 
to other departments, and at our cattle 
shows we see the business breeders not the 
practical farmers, as competitors. 
The Portland Society of Natural History 
generously threw open its rooms to all the 
tair-going crowd, who were greatly amused 
and instructed in examining their rare and 
valuable cabinet and collections in natural 
history. 

The Intellectual Feature

The Finar cial Result. 

It may be’ some weeks before a complete 
exhibit of the receipts of the present fair 
from all sources, is put forth by the proper 
officers, as no statement has yet been made 
from any except the revenue ticket depart- 
ment. According to this siatement the re- 
ceipts at the gates taken up on the several 
days, (both at ground and hall) are as fol- 
lows: First day $475;- second day $2,705; 
third day $3,899; fourth day $2,605, mak- 
ing a total for the four days of $9,654. In 
addition to this the receipts for rent of 
ground for various .purposes will be some- 
thing like $400, and for entrance fees abou 
$1,000, nraking a total of not far trom twelve 
thousand doliars; against $18,000 at Lewis- | 
ton in is74. ‘The premium list reaches 
$8,000; and the running “expenses must be 
heavy. 

The End of the Worsted. 

It is yet too early to speak of the final re- 
sults of the exhibition, financial and other. 
The results have not yet been correctly as- 
certained, nor are the running expenses, 
premiums, &c., exactly known? It may be 
presumed, however, that the expenses and 
premiums will all be paid in full, and the 
public contidence in the management com- 
pletely maintained. Bat some things should 
be remedied in the tuture. Whatever ‘‘con- 
solidations” are entered into, or whatever 
plan is decided upon for future fairs, faith 
should be kept with each factor, and the 
management should be the management ol 
the whole rather than a part; or, in other 
words, it should be remembered that *too 
many cooks,” ete. No *'side-shows” should 
be allowed on the grounds—they bring ina 
little revenue, but more demoralization, and 
should on no account be tolerated. Vict- 
ualers should be put under bonds to give a 
decent dinner for less than one dollar.

It isastigma upon our State Fair, 
and a disgrace to its managers ‘that pools 
were publicly sold in the most conspicuous 
place on the grounds, every day during the 
exhibition. If we are to maintain our char- 
ucter for decency and respectability, this 
thing must be stopped. It has been carried 
too far already.

Wages and the Currency. 


After a “vacation” of nearly two months, 
part of the Fall River factory operatives 
have voted.to resume work at the wages of- 
fered by the corporations. This strike has 
ended as strikes usually do, in a vietory for 
capital, only in this case the corporations 
have gained by the suspension of work. 
They had a large surplus of goods on hand, 
but were willing to keep their factories run- 
ning at reduced wages, for the sole’benetit 
of their workmen. 
to the necessary reduction, the operatives 
voted nearly unanimously to ‘‘take a vaca- 
tion,” or, in other words, to suspend work 
until they could bring their employers to 
terms. Nearly two months elapsed and the 
corporations showed no signs of yielding. 
In fact, the suspension had allowed them an 
opportunity of reducing their large stocks 
of manufactured goods which had been ac- 
cumulating for two years, and was therefore, 
of great benefit to them. But how has it 
been with the strikers? Many of them were 
entirely without means, and have had to be 
helped by those who happened to have a 
little surplus on hand, and some of them 
have become paupers. Now after the loss 
of two months’ wages, they are obliged to 
submit to the terms which they rejected, and 
some of them have gone to work. The con- 
ditions upon which they are permitted to 
return to work, though somewhat humilia- 
ting, are just, and in the end will prove for 
the interest of operative as well as manu- 
facturer. They are required to sign an 
agreement to withdraw from any associa- 
tion which does not leave each individual 
free to determine for himself the question 
of work or wages. 

On Monday, when the mills were opened, 
many of the operatives signed the agree- 
ment, but others refused. Those who signed 
were set to work, but those who would not 
were not allowed toe enter the mills, There 
were some riotous proceedings on the part 
of those who refused to comply with the 
conditions and, fearing an outbreak, troops 
were called upon to preserve order. Many 
more would sign the agreement, but are in- 
timidated by those who stand out, the latter 
embracing the dangerous element among 
the operatives. 

It is now announced that a general re- 
duction in the price of factory labor is to be 
made by the corporations in Lowell. ‘The 
Hamilton and Appleton manufacturing 
companies gave notice on Saturday of a re- 
duction of wages of from 3 to 10 per ceut., 
which will commence in a fortnight. The 
other cotton manufacturing corporations 
will give a notice of a fortnight of a similar 
reduction, commencing with next payment. 
They say that goods are now sold cheaper 
than they can manufacture them, and that 
there is no alternative but a cut down if they 
wish to continue running the mills. All the 
manvfacturing companies will reduce the 
price of board in consequence of the reduc- 
tion of wages, and the Hamilton, Apple- 
ton, Middlesex, Lowell, Tremont and Suf- 
folk and Lawvence have already given no- 
tice of the reduction. The price of corpor- 
ation board of male help will be reduced 
from $3.50 to $3.25 per week, and that of fe- 
male help from $2.60 to $2.40 per week. 
Tbh'g does not surprise us, and we expect 
soon to hear of similar reductions in other 
manufacturing places. A reduction of wag- 
es is inevitable as part of the process of a 
reduction of the currency, and a return to 
specie payment. Corporations, like individ- 
uals, do business to make money, and they 
will not long do business at a loss to them- 
selves. When the market is glutted with 
their goods, and when sales fall off and 
prices dectine, it follows that there must be 
a reduction in the cost of manufacture. 

There is also to be a reduction of wages 
in other departments of industry. The fall- 
ing off in freights and travel have seriously 
reduced the receipts of railway and steam- 
boat corporations, and in order to make 
both ends meet they are obliged to reduce 
their expenditures to the lowest possible fig- 
ure consistent with efficient management. 
On. several lines the wages of employes 
have a'ready been cut down. 

As in the case of the reduction of wages 
in Lowell, the reduction everywhere should 
be followed by a lower price for board, 
cheaper rents, lower rates of interest, and in 
fact, by a reduction in the price of all the 
necessaries of life. In this way the reduc- 
tion in wages will hardly be felt, because it 
will be equally borne by all. It is well for 
us to understand that the country is on the 
road toa resumption of specie payment, and 
during the transition state every branch of 
business must bear a share of the burdens 
which the process imposes. The continu- 
ance of an irredeemable currency is only 
advocated by pseudo statesmen and party 
demagogues,.and every contest of this kind 
which has ever taken place or ever will take 
place, has resulted and must result in the 
triumph of hard money, or in repudiation. 
While there is not a sound and reliable 
statesman in the country who advocates a 
further inflation of the currency, all the 
great interests, both mercantile and indus- 
trial, see only financial ruin in it. With all 
our statesmen and all our great moneyed in- 
terests arrayed in favor of a sound and reli- 
able currency, convertible into gold and 
silver at the earliest practicable moment, it 
must succeed. While this is being brought 
about, wages must fall from time to time, 
as the price of living diminishes, a and 
by we shall find ourselves upon ‘ an” 
with a solid basis for business in @ stable 
curréeney, and fixed values for labor and 
merchandise. There should he a mutual 
understanding between and em- 
ploye.

The following resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted by a rising vote. 


That we, as members of the late Maine 
Tight Artillery, for the purpose of stimula- 
ting fraternal feelings towards those who 
were once our foes, and for the purpose of 
obtaining a record in the interest of science, 
hereby extend a cordial invitation of all sur- 
viving members of the late Confederate 
Light Artillery to meet us at Philadelphia 
next year for the purpose herein stated. 


It is also resolved that the Secretary be 
directed to extend in some way a request to 
all the surviving members of the Maine 
Light Artillery to send their address and oc- 
cupation to the Secretary to preserve a re- 
cord of the same. Also to friends of those 
deceased since the war, to send the date 
and cause of death to same. 

Resolved, thatthe thanks of this organi- 
zation be extended to the press of Maine for 
their kindness in publishing the call for the 
meeting, and to Bosworth Post No. 2G. A. 
R. for the use of their hall for the meeting. 

It was voted that the organization be 
known as the Maine Light Artillery Asso- 
ciation, and a committee was chosen to 
draft by-laws to be presented at the next 
meeting. 

The Executive Committee was entrusted 
with the duty of fixing upon the time and 
place for the next reunion to take place 
sometime during the next year. A com- 
mittee was also appointed to confer with 
committees of other Maine organizations 
with reference to a Centennial reunion of 
all the Maine soldiers in the late war. 
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in the drug store occupied by I. C. Richards 
& Co., on Main street Farmington. The 
fire spread rapidly, taking the clothing 
store of W. F. Belcher, and occupied by the 
Eastern express, to the south, and north, 
the harness store of William Tarbox, the 
Sandy River Bank building, corner of 
Main street and Broadway; the stores of 
J. H. Waugh, groceries, and W. Thomas, 
gents’ turnishing goods, and E. Skillings, 
boot and shoe shop, Broadway, six build- 
ings in all, the whole being quickly on fire, 
and were burned to the ground. 

Over Richards & Co.’s store was the doc- 
tor’s office of L. B. Pillsbury. The Sandy 
River Bank building was occupied by the 
bank, and Fairbanks and Belcher’s boot and 
shoe store. Inthe second story were the 
law offices of Hon. Samuel Belcher and 8S. 
C. Belcher. 

The most vigorous efforts of the fire de- 
partment were unable to quell the flames, 
till they had consumed fully one-fourth the 
business part of the town. Many of the 
Stocks of goods and buildings were unin- 
sured. ‘The fire burned with unabated fury 
until about half-past one o’clock, Friday 
morning. The adjoining buildings were 
saved by the efforts of the hook and ladder 
company. Buildings within fifteen feet of 
those* burned, on either side, were saved. 
Every conceivable building within the busi- 
ness limits was immediately secured. The 
Stoddard House and Allen’s music roorhs, 
on Broadway. opposite the fire, and stores 
adjoining, were in imminent danger, but 
were saved through the efficient labor of 
the citizens and fire department. Loss esti- 
mated at $30,000; insurance unknown.

Physicians testified that the wounds were 
probably inflicted before death. Other test- 
imony indicated suicide, and five of the jury 
agreed upon a verdict of suicide by drown- 
ing while temporarity insane. Mr. Dill 
dissented from tbh's verdict, and signed a 
separate one, that ‘n his opinion the de- 
ceased came to her death by violence at the 
hands of some person or persons unknown.

MAINE SHIPPING Notes. The Bangor 
Whig says itis feared that the crew of the 
| schooner Brutus were all lost in the gale of 
| Friday night, the 17th inst. as the schooner 
| Henry Crosby, Captain Saunders, passed 
| her that evening about nine o'clock, some 
| four miles southwest of Boon Island. The 
| Crosby passed under the lee of the Brutus 
| within about forty rods of her; and she ap- 
| peared to be partly full of water, and as it 
was bright moonlight, Captain Saunders 

could plainly see five men standing upon 
her deck, who were making signals, shout- 
ing and blowing their fog-horn; but he 
could not heave to, or render them any as- 
sistance, as it was very rough, the wind 
| blowing heavily from the WNW. his vessel 
being disabled by the loss of her mainsail. 
The Brutus hailed from Islesboro’, and 

was mostly owned by Captain Babbige, 
who commanded her. Subsequent despatch- 
es state that the officers and crew were res- 
cued by the ship Defiance, after being in 
the boats 18 hours, and were safely landed 
in New York. 

A telegram from Liverpool to Hon. T. J. 
Southard of Richmond states that the sbip 
| Ellen Southard was totally lost while enter- 
ling the port of Liverpool. ‘the captain, 
| Orin H. Woodworth of Bowdoinham, with 
lall the crew except four were lost. _ She 
| was laden with deals from St. John to Liv- 

erpool, and was insured for $20,000; value 
| with cargo $60,000. She was built in Rich- 
| mond about nine years ago and was owned 
by Mr. Southard. ‘The crew consisted of 19

sea.

Casr-or Consprracy. ‘The Press says 
that several years ago a Mr. Jacob (, Cot- 
ton, living in Pownal, was convicted of rape 
and sent to the state prison, where he died 
after a short time. His wife went to Bos- 
ton and has recently appeared in a ren ark- 
able ease of conspiracy in Lynn. It seems 
that in April, 1874, Mr. Francis Parton, a 
gentleman of wealth, then 75 years of age, 
had oceasion on account of a temporary ab- 
sence of his wife to employ a housekeeper, 
and accordingly engaged this woman.

Little 
Big Man, the dreaded chief of the north, 
master of a band of wild Indians, arrived in 
perfect nudity, mounted on a noble gray 
charger, and followed by bis évil looking 
warriors, all armed with rifles. Last night." 
Little Big Man had a council with Spotted 
‘Tail, and quarrelled with him. Ever since 
his coming here he has endeavored to create 
a feeling hostile to the treaty. He was 
thickly painted, and bis long black hair 
streamed into bis face. He is very muscu- 
lar, but small of stature. Sitting Bull's 
guard of fifty men which were stationed at 
the council ground, was on the alert. ‘The 
Ogallala chiefs and warriors advanced in 
long lines of horsemen, rising one after an- 
other over the brow of the Western Hill 
presenting an imposing array, and seemed 
innumerable. Red Cloud was among them. 
They joined inacircle, many sitting on their 
horses. ‘The Cheyennes and Arapahoes 
arrived last. : 
The scene was impressive. The Indians 
formed a dense mass, every one except a 
few Yoncktons being armed. White Robe 
and Little Eagle were entirely naked. ‘The 
two companies of cavalry were formed in 
the rear of T'epee, both facing and flanking 
the Indians. The commissioners under a 
shelter, too small to bide all of them from 
the Indians. 
Not less than 2000 were in the circle. The 
Cheyernes and some young men of the res- 
ident lands had formed a scheme for break- 
ing up the council and making trouble.— 
Two hundred of them were massed outside 
of the circle. ‘The gathering of bands con- 
sumed an hour. When all was assembled 
Spotted Tail advanced and shook hands 
with one of the commissioners. He was 
dressed in war costume with red and green 
blankets, a richly colored jacket, with bead 
ewbroidery, and Jeggins striped with red 
and gold. .A crier loudly annonnced the 
opening of the council. 
After about one hundred chiefs had shak- 
en hands with the commissioners, Red Cloud 
and Spotted ‘Tail advanced from the twe 
sides of the circle, meeting and shaking 
hands. ‘Then they sat down to council. 
Two Strike, Liiile Wound, Sword, Old Man 
Afraid of His Horses, and a majority of the 
principal chiefs soon joined them, and a 
private pow-wow followed, lasting half an 
hour. Meanwhile some young men of the 
Cheyenne and Ogallalas had crossed the riv- 
er and silently s'ipped iuto the bushes in 
the rear of the council. Some remained 
j}mounted and others lay on the ground. 
| Young Man Afraid of His Horses watched 
| this movement, and saw the trap. <All the 
} white men were completely surrounded. 
| The troops were ordered to stand to horse. 
Little Big Man, with about fi‘tty warriors, 
was all the time circling around the crowd, 
| their guns in their right hands. The ofti- 
cers consulted with the commissioners, and 
Young Man Afraid of His Horses gave or- 
ders to the head warriors, who quietly took 
a hundred Ogallalas and marshaled them in 
the rear of the troops, driving out the young 
bucks who were hidden there.

Senator Allison says there 
will probably be no treaty. The Missouri 
River Indians favor leasing the Black Hills, 
but they will soon start for home. 

‘Three runners from Indian camps came 
in bringiug news that the hearts of the In- 
dians ave very bad. At an interview with 
Young Man Afraid of his Horses, he said: 
The Indians who are bent on misebief are 
mostly young men from the Cheyenue, 
Arapahoe and Ogalla nations. 

From later dispatches itis evident that 
the conferenee will bea failure. Most of 
the tribes seem willing to treat except the 
Sioux. They are undecided and trrbulent.

“Yesterday Miss McLaughlin,a young lady 
aged sixteen, accompanied a man named 
Schell and his wife on an excursion to the 
reservoir, several miles distant.

Schell was arrested on Thursday, and testi- 
fied before the corover that her husband 
told her that he intended to ravish Miss Mc- 
Laughlin and kill her afterwards ; that their 
ride on Thursday night was planned for that 
purpose; and that her husband threatened 
to kill her if she followed him when he went 
into the bushes with Miss McLaughlin. 
She says he returned in about two hours, 
stating that Miss McLaughlin fowght so 
hard, he did not succeed in ravishing her, 
although after he had stabbed her; she said, 
“Don’t kill me, Jim; I wont resist any 
more.” But he feared she would tell, and 


Mrs. Schell also tes- 
tified to other crimes committed by her hus- 
band. The affair caused the most intense 
excitement. Business was suspended, and 
it was reported that several hundred citi- 
zens were coming to Bellefontaine Thurs- 
day night, determined to lynch Schell, 
Many wagon loads had arrived. ‘he sher- 
iff had summoned a strong posse to guard 
the jail, but trouble was expected before 
morning.

A large proportion of the houses are bnilt 
of bricks, instead of the rather monotonous 
mud, which furnishes so large a part of the 
architectural possibilities of this portion of 
China.

Nor is this all. The whele system of 
weights and measures in use throughout 
the empire is a vicious one. ‘The most civ- 
ilized countries, with all the appliances of 
modern science, have found it extremely 
difficult to preserve a true standard of meas- 
urement of any kind. The standard yard- 
stick, made of no matter what material, will 
| in time, and under various climate influen- 

ces, warp and shrink. as has been shown by 
| Professor Piazzi Smith. But the Chinese 
| balances swell and contract not by reason 
| of the weather, but at the option of a hard- 
visaged scale-maker, who perambulates the 
| streets with his smooth poles, long and 
| short, swung from his shoulder, and who 
| is provided with a hammer and an assort- 
| ment of little brass nails. On finding a cus- 
| tomer, he inquires what sized catty or tael 
| is desired, and the initial tack is driven on 
that basis. If the customer is ordering a 
buying scale, he will have it made with the 
full sixteen ounces to the catty, but if a sel- 
ling scale is required, the weight will be 
two or three ounces short, as his conven- 
ience or rapacity may dictate. After some 
experience with Chinese methods, one un- 
derstands why Solomon so often expresses 
the inspired dictum, that divers measures 
are an abomination to the Lord. 

The effect of this commercial chaos is such 
as might have been foreseen. No one 
places any implicit confidence in other peo- 
ple’s scales, which like logic can be made 
to prove anything. A Chinese will proba- 
bly inform you thatin his city weights of one 
kind are uniform, while in the next prefect- 
ure all is confusion and cheating; ju t asin 
anew country one never finds the exact 
= where the inhabitants are troubled with 
chills and fever, but over the hill yonder 
they have them “right smart bad.” One 
has only to carry about a piece of silver 
from one cash shop to another, ascertaining 
the weight and market price at each place, 
and he soon discovers that there is a differ- 
ence of several per cent in weight, and an- 
other difference equally great in price, partly 
from difference in the *‘touch” of the silver 
at different shops, and partly because there 
is really no market price, and the only way 
the dealer in silver has of coming at the 
true value, is by making guesses at each 
particular case, until he strikes an average, 
which is the market price. ‘These differen- 
ces in the *mode of reckoning cash, in the 
weight, andin the market — of silver,
